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COMMUNITY PROFILE 
STRATHCONA PLANNING NEIGHBOURHOOD 


INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this profile is to provide a general socio- 
economic description of the geographical area defined by the Strathcona 
planning neighbourhood located in the western part of the City of 
Hamilton. The borders of this area are: the C.N.R. railway tracks 
to the north; Main Street West to the south; Queen Street South to 
the east; and the Chedoke Expressway to the west (refer to neighbour- 


hood location map = Figure 1). 


The report contains information and data concerning a variety 


Of neighbourhood characteristics mmcluding: 


a) trends in population and population composition; 
b) physical land-use characteristics; 

c) an overview of the housing situation; 

d) the composition of families; 

e) significant socio-economic indicators; 

f) a listing of local community services; and 


g) the utilization of human services. 


Where possible, statistical information for the Strathcona 
neighbourhood has been compared to data available for the City of 


Hamilton (averages). 


At the conclusion of the profile, a brief summary of high- 


lights of the socio-economic data of the neighbourhood is presented. 
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2. DEFINITIONS 


The following has been drawn from information supplied by 
Statistics Canada regarding the proper ‘definitions’ for certain 


data contained in this report: 


Age: 
Refers to age at last birthday (as of the Census reference 
date, 3 June 1981). 


Mother Tongue: 


The first language learned in childhood and still understood 


by an individual. 
Relvgion: 


Refers to Specific religious groups or bodies, denominations, 


Sects, cults.or religious communities. 
Labour Force Activity: 


The labour market activity of the population 15 years of age 
and over, excluding inmates, who in the week prior to enumer- 
ation (3 June 1981) were employed, unemployed of not in the 
habour forces: 


Employ ed: 
Includes those persons who, during the week prior to enumer- 
ation: 


a) did any work at all; or 

b) were absent from their jobs or businesses 
because of own temporary illness or,disability, 
yacatron, labour dispute at their place of work, 


or absent for other reasons. 
Unemployment Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the unemployed force forms of the 


total labour force (in the reference week) in an area, group 


or category. The unemployed includes those persons who, during 


the week prior to enumeration: 


a) were without work, had actively looked for work in the 
past four weeks and were available for work; or 


b) had been on lay-off for 26 weeks or less and expected 
to return to their job; or 


c) had definite arrangements to start a new job in four 
weeks or less. 


Participation Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the total labour force (in the refer- 
ence week) forms of the total population 15 years of age and 


over, excitding ammates, in an area, Group Cr cateqon: 
Less Than Grade 9 Education: 


Refers to the percentage of the population 15 years of age and 
over with less than any secondary education (includes Kinder- 


garten to Grade 8 and those with no schooling). 
Occupied Private Dwelling: 


A private dwelling in which a person or group of persons is 


permanently residing. 
Private Household: 


A person or group of persons (other than foreign residents) who 
occupy a private dwelling and do not have a usual place of res- 
idence elsewhere in Canada. The number of private households 


equals the number of occupied private dwellings. 
Gross Rent: 


The total average monthly payments paid by tenant household to 
secure shelter. Gross rent includes payments for electricity, 
oil, gas, coal, wood or other fuels, water and other municipal 


services and monthly cash rent. 


Value of Dwelling: 


The amount expected by the owner if the dwelling were to be 
So lie. 


Census: Family: 


Consists of a husband and wife (with or without children who 
have never married, regardless of age) or a lone-parent, re- 
gardless of marital status, with one or more children (who 
have never married, regardless of age) living in the same 


Qwelling. 
Husband-Wife Family: 


Consists of a husband and a wife (with or without children) 


or persons who live in common-law (with or without children). 
Lone-Parent Family: 


Consists of a parent, regardless of marital status (with no 
spouse present) with one or more children living in the same 


dwelling. 
Total Income: 


The sum of amounts received during 1980 by an income recipient 


(15 years of age and over) from all sources. 
Average Income: 


The average family/household income refers to the weighted mean 
total income of families/households in 1980. (Family /household 
total income refers to the sum of the total incomes of the mem- 


bers of the family or household, 15 years of age and over). 
Average Employment Income: 


The weighted mean total employment income per unit of a particu- 
jar Greco. Emcloy ment Income mehers to the total income re- 
ceived by persons 15 years of age and over during 1980 as wages 
and salaries, net income from non-farm self-employment and/or 


net farm income). 


Average Cemsus Family Income: 

Refer to definition of 'Average Income’. 
Average Private Household Income: 

Refer to definition of ‘Average Income’. 
Economic Family: 


A group of two or more persons who live in the same dwelling 
and are related to each other by blood, marriage or adoption. 
Persons living common-law are considered, for Census purposes, 


as now married. 
Incidence of Low Income: 


The incidence of low income is the percentage of family units 
below the low income cut-off points. On the basis of the 


total income of a family unit adjusted for federal Child Tax 


Credit, size of tamily limit and size of the area Of residence, 


the position of each unattached individual and economic family 
is determined in relation to low income cut-offs based on the 
1978 Family Expenditure Survey and updated by changes in the 


Consumer Price Index. 
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POPULATION 


Past Trends 


During the past three decades (1951-1981), the population 
of the Strathcona neighbourhood decreased by 711 people (or 
10.1%). Except for a slight increase in 1961, the population 
steadily decreased each given year as Table 1 illustrates. By 
1981, the population had begun to rise and showed an increase 


Of 9.8%.

3.2 Current Trends 


As shown by Table 2, the Strathcona population experienced 


small increases up until 1982. By 1985, the population de- 


creased slightly and it is estimated that by the year 2000, the 
population will further decline by about 12%. The Strathcona 


neighbourhood currently represents 2.5% of the total City pop- 


ulaclon.

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Females compose 51.6% of the Strathcona population 
while males compose 48.4% of the population. This 
1s comparable to the City of Hamilton figures which 


are 51.8% and 48.2% respectively. 


Figure 2 illustrates how males and females are dis- 
tributed differently by age group. There are more 
females (30%) age fifty and up than males, and 
Slightly more males (6%) between the ages of 0 to 
49 than females.

The neighbourhood's proportion of young people, 
working people and senior citizens is compared to 
Similar tiqupes, For the City in Table 4.

Table 6 presents information abouts the religious 
affiliations of the neighbourhood in 1981. Nearly 
half of the Strathcona population (47.2%) is 
Catholic - about 8% higher than the City average. 
United, Anglican, and Presbyterian were the next 
three largest church affiliations. About 10% of 


the population has no religious affiliation at all.

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The ethnic mix of the Strathcona neighbourhood is 
illustrated in Table 7. 


Only 41% of the Strathcona population reported 
their origins as British compared to 52% for the 
City. Compared to the City average. Strathcona 
is characterized by a high ethnic proportion of 
people of Chinese and Portuguese descent. Por- 
tuguese people form 14.4% of the Strathcona 
population but only 1.9% of the City's popula- 
ti0n. . Strachcona alse,contains, a slighey 
higher proportion of Italians - 12.8% as op- 
posed to 10.7%.

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In comparison to the City average, the proportion of 
people who own their housing (45.9%) is about 10% lower, and 
conversely, the proportion of renters (54.1%) is about 10% 
higher. This higher proportion of renters is understandable 
given the fact thatethere- is a greater percentage of -apart— 


ments in Strathcona than for the City as a whole. 


The average value of dwellings in Strathcona ($41,543) 
is $13,009 (or 24%) lower than the City average. Average 
monthly rents and average owners! monthly payments are res- 


pectively about $60 and $76 lower than for the City. 


5.2 Subsidized Housing 
The 736 units in Scrathcona represent 7.5% Gf the total 
assisted City stock. As Table 11 indicates, over half of the 
assisted units are family units under the Private Non-Profit 
Housing program. About 34% of the units are senior units and 
they fall under the Ontario Housing Corporation program. The 
neighbourhood contains 29 units for the physically disabled.

6. FAMILIES 


Information about the composition of families in Strathcona 
1s presented in Table 12. As illustrated, the neighbourhood contains 
about the same mix of lone-parent to husband-wife families as the City. 
The average number of persons and children per family for both Strath- 


cona and the City is also relatively equal.

As shown by Table 13, the unemployment rate for males in 
Strathcona was twice as high as the City average. Young males 
aged 15-24 years experienced an unemployment rate of 17.6% as 
compared to 11.4% for the City. The unemployment rate for 
females in Strathcona was somewhat higher (9.5%) than the City 
average while the unemployment rate for females 15-24 years was 


slightly below the City average of 12.4%. The participation 


rates for both males and females in the neighbourhood labour 


force are somewhat lower than for the City at large.

7.2 Income 
7.2.1 Average and Low-Income Distribution 


As the data in Table 14 illustrates, the average 
incomes of Strathcona residents are lower than 
the City averages in all cases. The average total 


income and employment income of female residents 


are about 10% lower than the City average. For 
male residents, the average total and employment 
incomes are 17% lower. Similarly, the average 

total family income of $20,912 is 17% lower than 


the City average. 


The proportion of both families and unattached 
individuals who are designated low-income (26.3% 
and 52.1% respectively) is higher than the low- 
income proportion for the City of Hamilton by 
about 10%.

As shown in Table 15, the average private household 
income in Strathcona ($18,233) is approximately 19% 
lower than the City average. (Private household 
income is the total of all incomes of people 15 years 


of age or over in a single dwelling or unit.) 


The proportion of Strathcona residents who have in- 
comes of less than $20,000 is about 12% higher in 
comparison to the City, Conversely. the number oF 
Strathcona private households making more than 


$20,000 is 12% lower than the City.

Educational Levels 


Table 16 provides a comparison of the educational 
levels for the population 15 years of age and over 
of Strathcona and the City. Slightly more people 

15 years of age and over are attending school full- 
time in Strathcona than the City average. While 
approximately the same number of people in the 
neighbourhood have university degrees as in the City, 
the percentage of the out-of-school population with 
less than Grade 9 education is higher (12%) than 


average.

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School Enrolment 


The Strathcona neighbourhood contains three elemen- 
tary schools within its boundaries. Tables 17A and 
17B show the enrolment figures for these schools 


Since the early seventies. 


AS thé tables *elearly wWwmeadicate the enrolment ror 
each of the schools has dropped over the years. 
Between 1972 and 1985, the population of Strathcona 
Elementary School decreased by 58%. The only actual 
increases occurred in 1979 and 1980. The enrolment 
at Christ the King Public School decreased each year, 
with a total decline of 50% between the years 1971 
to 1982. In the same years, St. Thomas Aquinas 
Public School experienced a 26% enrolment drop. In 


1982, however, the enrolment figure increased by 12%.

Mobility Status 


Table 18 illustrates the 'mobility' of the Strathcona 
population. The 'Population 5 Years and Over' figures in 
the table represent the population which has resided in the 
area for the past five years Or more. This population has 
been further sub-divided into 'non-movers' (persons who on 
Census Day, June 3, 1981, were living in the same dwelling 
they occupied for five years earlier) and 'movers' (persons 
who on Census Day were living in a different dwelling than 
the one occupied five years earlier). The table indicates 
that a larger proportion of Strathcona residents are 'movers' 
than the City average and a smaller proportion are 'non- 


movers'.

UTILIZATION OF HUMAN SERVICES 


Information in this section relates to the use of major 
social services and social assistance programs by the Strathcona 
neighbourhood.

9.1 General Services 


Table 21 indicates the caseloads and utilization 
rates of selected social services in the City compared 
with Strathcona. The neighbourhood residents appear 
to utilize the social services to about the same extent 


as City averages. 


9.2 Government Assistance 


As Table 22 illustrates, the number of people per 
1,000 population receiving General Welfare Assistance 
1s quite a bit higher than the City average, while those 
receiving Family Benefits Allowance is only slightly 


higher than average.

° the population decreased between 1951 and 1981 by 10%;

° 54% of the occupied dwellings are rented; 


° the average value of dwellings ($41,543) is 24% lower 
than the City average; 


62% of the subsidized housing units are family units; 


labour force unemployment rates are higher than City 
averages; 


average family incomes are 17% lower than the City 
average; 


the incidence of low income is 10% higher than the 

City average; 

6% of the population 15 years and over has a university 
degree; 

mobility among the population is higher than average; 


31% of the female population in the labour force have 
clerical and related occupations; 


32% of the labour force is employed by manufacturing 
industries; 


the utilization of major social services is average;
